Sib — In accordance with the requirements of the laws of this State, 1 
have the honor to submit herewith the Tweuty-third Annual Report c 
BirthB, Marriages and Deaths, aa returned, for the year ending Decemb< 
31, 1889. 

The tables and exhibits contained in this volume are modeled after thee 
in previous reports, and in the compilation and proving of the work n 
care has been taken to make them as perfect as x>OBsible. With every yeatg 
the returns of the statisticB to this office become more complete, thus mak-- 
ing the work more accurate and valuable. 

The census of the State, made in 1884, has been used aa a basis for com- 
puting all rateti and perceutages. It was hoped that the United States 
cenaua of Michigan for 1890 would be available, but the report could not 
be obtained in time, though that part of the work for which it was desired 
was held for some time. The estimates of population given in previous 
reports, since the year 1884, were found to be incorrect, aa they were based 
upon the rate of increase in popolation between the years 1884 and 1880, 
and the same rate of increase has not prevailed since then as shown by the 
late census. As it is, the population for 1884 only is given. 

It will be seen, notwithstanding the influenza epidemic, that the number 
of deaths returned for 1889 was less than for 1888, though it was more than 
for the ten years' average, as it should be, to correspond with the increase 
in population. The births and marriages, however, show an increase, 
which makes the excess of births over deaths larger than for the previous 
year. During the year 1889 there were in this State, according to the 
returns, 49,272 births. 18,300 marriages, and 20,315 deaths.

That the influence exerted by climate, water and other conditions of 
environment upon the health of the inhabitants may more plainly be seen, 
the statistics are given in divisions for different parts of the State, the sec- 
tions having certain characteristics. These divisions will be found in 
Table 75. 

The first part of this report gives a summary of the births, marriages 
and deaths, and the parts following treat of these subjects fully as to 
statistics, giving many different per cents, rates and comparisons, much 
attention being given to the deaths and the causes thereof.

BIRTHS, MARRIAGES AND DEATHS 

IN MICHIGAN 
DURING THE YEAR 1889. 



The facts considered in the following pages of thia report are concerning the rates od 
births, marriages and deaths to the populatioc, the sex, age, nativity, eeaeoni 
year and cooditione of weather, in different parts of the State. These facta d 
piled from the offloisl reports to the Department of State from the count; clerks. 

In this State the enumeration of births and deaths is made and reported to the 
county clerks by the supervisors and aeseasors of townehips and cities, except in Detroi 
where the enuraeratioti is made by persona apxioint«d by the oommon council, 
facts concerning marriages are reported to the county clerks by the ministers of the4 
gospel and justicea of the peace, who are authorized to aolemnizemarriageain MichigaiuB 
With every year these reports are becoming more complete, accurate and valuable. 

Exhibit A givee at a, glance the leading facts of the subjects treated of in the succeed- 
ing pagea. It will be seen that there were returned for the year 1889,49,272 births, j 
18,300 marriages and 20,315 deaths, a total registration of 87,8S7, being 101 less than thai 
number returned for 18S8. While the marriages and births have increased about MM 
usual, the deaths have fallen off, thus making the excess of births over deaths greateirn 
than ever before.

The census of Michigan for 1884 gave a population of 1,853,658. Based upon these 
figures, the birth-rate, marriage-rate and death-rate, as represented by the returns of 
1889, were as follows: 

Birth-rate 26.72 to 1,000 

Marriage-rate 9.87 to 1,000 

Persons married ^ _ 19.74 to 1,000 

Death-rate _ 10.99 to 1,000 

The relations which the births, marriages and deaths sustain to each other, as well as 
to the inhabitants of the State, may be seen in Exhibit B. The natural daily increase 
of population in 1889 was 79, five more than in the previous year. By the returns and 
the population of 1884, one child was born in 1889, to every 37 persons, one marriage was 
solemnized to every 101 persons, and one death occurred to every 91 persons.

In Exhibili E the natural inorease of population, that is, the excess of births over 
deaths, is shown by months for the years 1884 and 1889, inclusive. The greatest excess 
for 1889 occurred in May, when there were 2,784 more births than deaths. The highest 
average month for the ten years was also in May, and the excess 2,115.

There were 49,272 births returned for the year 1889, more than returned for any pre- 
vious year, while the average for the last ten years is 41,389. 

The system of correction used in this report to supply the omissions in the enumera- 
tion of births is the same as the one used in the United States census reports, and by 
using this method the number of births returned for 1889 should be increased by about 
38 per cent in order to equal the number which probably occurred. Thus about 75 per 
cent of the births in 1889 were returned, and the average for ten years only about 73.

The census of Michigan made in 1884, the latest available for this report, gave the 
State a population of 1,853,658, and all percentages have been figured upon this num- 
ber. Subtracting from this total 9,717, the number of inhabitants from whom no 
returns of births for 1889 were received, gives 1,843,941 as the number of inhabitants in 
1884 represented by returns of births in 1889. The following table shows that the birth- 
rate was 2.67 for every 100 inhabitants, and by the corrected returns 3.54 to every 100.

The working out of the 
percentages in thia report was held for some time in hopes that the returns of the last 
census would be available, but as thej could not be obtained in time, the census of 
1881 was used. The population of the State has, of course, changed considerably, 
which would make much difference in the per cents.

Table 6 shows the number of births in 1889, and the number of inhabitants in 1884 
for each county and by sex. The proportion of births to the number of inhabitants 
in each county can be seen by this table, but it should be borne in mind that the regis- 
tration differs much in different counties, some being very imperfect. 

The birth rate will be found highest in manufacturing and mining districts, while in 

the towns and cities where little or no manufacturing is carried on, and agricultural 

interests largely predominate, the birth rate is much lower. This leads to the conclusion

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that meicantile, induetrial and manutacturing purauite have a greatar attraction for the 
70iinger element ot our population than the more quiet work on our farms, and thus 
the young men and women are drawn from the country into the cities. A large propor- 
tion of our foreign population is aleo found in theee manufacturing centers and the 
percentage of biitha from this claaa is usually very large.

The foreign parents comprise 38.95 per ^ 
cent for the present year, and 36.34 per cent for 1888.

Table 8 gives the nativity of parents for 1887 and 1889 inclusive, with the average for 
the ten years, 1879-1888. It will be seen that the per cent of native parents for 1889 is the 
lowest of that for any year included in the table, and also lower than the ten years 
average. The per cent of the foreign born for 1889 is higher than in any of the years, 
and higher than ten years average. In 1888 the excess of children bom of native 
parents over foreign parentage was 3,751. In 1889 the excess was only 1,390.

There were 1,051 twin cbildien born in 18S9. Of these 547 were males, and 50T 
were females. In 1868 there were 1,166 twin ohildren, 617 males and 549 femalee. 
Beginning with the month having the moat twin births, the table gives the births for 
the year, with the proportion of the sexes, showing a alight increaae in the number of 
males to females over last year, there being 113 maJea to every one hundred females in 
1869, and 112 males to every one hundred females in 188f). 
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Table 11 gives the parent-nativity of the twin ohildien bom during the year 1889 
The large number of plural births of foreign nativity is the moat conspicuous feature of 
the table. While the number is not as high as it was in 1888, the proportion between 
the two claasee of native and foreign is oonsiderably changed; there being 338 native 
and 257 foreign in 1888, and 199 native and 240 foreign plural births in 1889, a difference 
of 19 in 1888, and of 41 in 1889. Comparing the evidence in this table with that given in 
table 7, it will be observed that the proportion of twins born of foreign parents was 
greater than that for all children born, while the reverse is true in regard to the native- 
bom. All of this tends to show that there is a larger twin birth-rate among the 
foreign-bom parents than among the native, and as the statistics of former years also 
bear the some testimony, it seems to be quite conclusive.

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The proportion of twin births by nativity and color of mothers for each of the years

bears out the evidence concerning the nativity of mothers of twins given in Table 11. 
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Table 13 gives the record of the births of triplet children, of which there were sis 
caeee during the year 1B89. The native born parents in thin instance outnumber the 
foreign born parents. In the ses of the children bom, the males as usual are in exoese 
of the females. 
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In Table 14 may be seen the number of pairs of twins and sets of triplets returned 
for each of the years 1876-1889, also the average for these years. It appears from the 
facts here presented that the proportion of twin births to single births does not vary 
materially in the course of a series of years, there being about 88 single births to each 
pair of twins.

The returns for 1889, as given in Table 16, show that there were 1,202 still births dur- 
ing the year, of which 692 were males, 483 females, and 27 of which the sex was not 
given. This is less than the number returned for 1888, which was 1,358, and more than 
for 1887, when only 807 still births were reported.

ILLEGITIMATE CHILDBEN, 1889. 

The number of illegitimate births returned for 1889 was 421, a considerable decrease 
from 1888 when there were recorded 591 such births, but which was the .most ever 
recorded in the history of the registration. These births represent a ratio of 8.48 to each 
one thousand of the whole number of births of the State.

Table 25 gives the nativity of mothers of illegimate children as returned for the last 
fourteen years. Unless certain facts are taken into consideration it would appear that 
the native born mothers were more immoral than the foreign bom mothers. It must be 
remembered that nearly all Indians and those of African descent are classed as native 
bom. Also the difference in population, there being in Michigan 291,906 native bom 
females between the ages of 15 and 45 to 125,373 foreign born females of the same age.

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MARRIAGES, 1889. 



There were 18,300 marriages returned for the year 1889. With every year there are 
fewer corrections to be made in the statistics of this class. In 1888 the number of 
marriages first returned and compiled was 17,233. By referring to the corrected table 
it will be seen that the number has been increased to 17,294, or that 61 marriages were 
sent in after the compilation was made. In previous years the additions have often 
been six and seven hundred, but under the new law the returns are becoming better 
every year. For 1889 there was one marriage consumated to every 101 persons, accord- 
ing to the census of 1884.

We find that 
there were 11,983 native grooms to 13,918 native brides, and 6,303 foreign born grooms 
to 3,903 foreign bom brides. Of the 18,300 couples married, the contracting parties 
were both native in 10,208 cases, and both were foreign in 2,173 cases. The percentages 
of the nativities can be seen by the table.

The marriage rates for the native and foreign bom inhabitants to the whole popula- 
tion of the State may be learned from Table 37. The increase for 1889 in the number 
of marriages is more evenly divided between the native and foreign born inhabitants, 
than was the increase for 1888, when it nearly all came from the foreign bom. 

In order to learn the actual marriage rate, the number of marriages must be divided 
by the number of inhabitants at marriageable ages at the time of the occurrence of the 
marriages. The nearest approach to the actual marriage rate for 1889 is that based 
upon marriages in 1889 and the inhabitants in 1884 as is done in the tabular exhibit 
which follows Table 37. By this exhibit it appears that the marriage rate among the 
native born inhabitants in 1889, was slightly greater than among the foreign born, and 
that it is greatest among the native born females and least among the foreign bom 
females.

The marriages in 1889 by sex and periods of age, and the number and proportion of 
persons married are shown in table ^. The proportion of males married imder 20 years 
of age shows a slight increase for the present year, being 1.87, while for 1888 it was 1.80 
The females in 1889 gave a per C5ent of 32.79 for 31.82 in 1888. 

The total number of persons married under 21 may also be seen in this table, while it 
is more than for 1888, it is about the average for the total number of marriages. Accord* 
ing to the marriage laws of Michigan, only males who have attained the full age of 18 
years and females the full age of 16 years, are capable of contracting marriage. It iB 
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certainly gratifying to note the fact that in 1889 no males were married under the legal 
age and but 19 females, 18 at fifteen, and 1 at twelve. 

The penalty for solemnizing an illegal marriage is a fine jiot exceeding five hundred 
dollars. Convictions under this law are seldon, if ever, heard of, though every year 
there are several marriages returned where one or both of the parties were not of legal 
age, perhaps it is because no one interested in the persons contracting the marriage 
cared to interfere.

The above statistics concerning the number of divorces in Michigan show the 
remarkable fact that one divorce is granted in this State to about twelve marriages 
solemnized. The increase has been rapid and constant, the number running from 449 
in 1867 to 1,339 in 1886. As the tendency of later legislation in this State seems rather 
to restrict than to extend the facilities for securing divorce, this growth can hardly be 
accounted for in this way. The increase in divorces is very much greater than the 
increase in population, as may be seen from the following figures taken from the rei)ort 
above referred to. 

The increase in the population of the United States between the census years 1870 
to 1880 was 30.1 per cent, while the divorces for the same time increased 79.4 per cent. 
In our own State the increase in population between the above years was 38.2 per cent, 
while the percentage of increase in the number of divorces was 107.4 per cent. These 
facts offer opportunities for instructive study in the subject of social science.

■DEATHS, 1889. 



The total numbBr of deaths recorded and returned tor 1B89 was 20,315, a less uurabetl 
than was returned for 1888, which was 21,76i, but which was the greatest number ever 1 
regietered in the history ot the State. This does not show that the mortality iB ii 
ing, but rather that the registration is becoming more accurate. The statement follow- 

< ing shows the number oF deaths as returaed and the number added for corrections, after 
the ayatem used in the United States oensus reports, which is the same Eis was

B/ referring te the above table it will be seen that the corrected per cent of deatha ' 
I to inhabitacte is 1.49, or 14.9 for every 1,000. This is much lower than Ju other states 
having a system of registration. la Massachusetts the death rate tor 1889 was 19.21 t 
L every 1,000 of the estimated population. In New Hampshire the death rate is above 13 
.per thousand, and in Rhode Island it exceeds Ifl in every thousand. These states with 
their large and crowded population would doubtless show a higher death rate than i 
' Michigan. The following stetistica taken from the registration report of Masaaahuaett^fl 
lor 1889 shows the death rate in several foreign countries for 1888.

BEIiATIONS OF DEATHS OF OHHiDBEN UNDER ONE TO BIBTHS. 

Tables 51, 55 and 56 are designed to show the influence of the different seasons upon 
the lives of young children. A complete description of table 54 was given on page 108 
of the report for 1884. It has been omitted in the reports since, as it was thought no 
difficulty will be experienced in understanding it. 

Table 55 shows the number of children who where bom in each month during the 
year 1888 and who died in 1888 and 1889 under one year. The number of deaths and 
births, and proportion for each sex and every month can be seen by this table. 

In table 56 the ages and months of death of children who died under one year of 
age are given. The first column of figures at the left of the table shows the number 
of children bbm in 1888, and in each month of that year who died before reaching the 
age of one year. The first diagonal column shows that a very large proportion of the 
children die during the month of birth, or under one month old. Of the 463 children 
bom in January, 1888, 194 died in the month of birth, 24 in February, and so on 
through the year. The last column in the table shows what per cent of the children 
bom in each month of the year 1888 died during the month of birth. 
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Table 59 gives a list of the townships from which no returns of deaths were received 
for the year 1889. There were 21 of these townships. Of these five were not organized 
when the last census was made. The population for the remaining townships was 6,813. 
While there is a fine of one hundred dollars and costs of prosecution for every super- 
visor failing to make his returns, yet every year there are a number of such cases. 

In table 60 the townships which reported that no deaths occurred within their borders 
during the year 1889 are given. Eleven of them have been organized since the last 
census, so that the population cannot be given. There were 44 townships reporting 
no deaths for the year. For 1888 there were 54 such reports. 

The number of deaths occurring in some of these thinly settled townships would, 
from several apparent causes, be small, but it is hardly credible that there were no 
deaths in townships having nearly a thousand inhabitants.

Table 65 shows the population in 1884, the deaths in 1889 by nativity, sex, periods of 
age, and the death rate or number of deaths to each hundred of population. As usual, 
the death rate is seen to be greater for the native bom than for the foreign bom and 
also greater than the total for all nativities. This excess among the native bom is more 
noticeable in the period under five than in any other, but in the more advanced ages 
the death rate is seen to be more nearly equal, and is often greater among the foreign 
bom. It seems scarcely necessary to repeat the observation that native born decedents 
contain a large element of strictly foreign people, and also that a very large proportion 
of the deaths of infants and children is included among the native born.

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CAUSES OP DEATH, 1889. 

This is in many respects the most important part of the report, its object being to 
point out the locality in the State where certain diseases prevailed the most, what 
were the diseases that proved most fatal, at what ages they bore most heavily, at 
what seasons of the year they occurred, what were the surrounding circumstances, 
and how they compare with deaths in previous years. All these facts form an array of 
evidence from which reliable conclusions can be drawn for the benefit of the public 
health. 

While the leading causes of death in Michigan are not absolutely peculiar to its own 
special area, there are certain diseases, more prominent than others that demand our 
most thoughtful consideration. These principal causes will now be taken up, classified 
and studied with reference to their effect upon the mortality rate in the State. 

In Table 67 the causes of death are arranged in five classes. The number of deaths 
from zymotic diseases in 1889 is found to be less than for 1888, though more in propor- 
tion to the total number of deaths returned, but the proportion in 1888 was lowes than 
for any year since 1885. The number of deaths in 1889 in this class corresponds with 
the average for ten years, though the per cent to the total deaths is less. 

The number of deaths in the second class called constitutional, and which includes 
consumption and cancer, is lower than for any year in the table, both as to number 
returned, and per cent of total deaths. Class three, local diseases, affecting different 
organs of the body as the brain and nervous system, shows a less number than was 
returned for 1888, and more than for 1887. 

The deaths from developmental diseases, of old age and infants, and the number of 
deaths by violence for the several years can also be found in this table.

Fifteen of the principal causes of death for the year 1889 are ^iven in Table 81. 
As usual consumption heads the list, though, in common with the other diseases, there 
is a decrease in the number for 1889 as compared with 1888. Heart disease, cancer, 
convulsions, croup and dropsy are the diseases which show an increase over 1888.

MBTKOKOLOOI AHD ITS BEIulTIOS 

Each year there baa been published io these reports some of the results of meteoro- 
logical observations made by observers for the State Board of Health, the U. S. Signal 
Service, and at the State Agricultural College. The principal conditions exhibited in 
the following tables are temperature, humidity of the air, ozone, velocity of the wind 
and preesiire of the iitraaephere. Study is here made of the occurrence of deaths from 
different diseases in connection with the above conditions as observed at representative 
stations in Michigan during the same year and months. 

Through the kindness of the Secretary of the State Board of Health, we have been 
allowed the use of these statistics. 

Table 85 shows that tlie annual average temperature for 1880 was higher than for any 
of the years included in the table.

Diarrhea — The number of deaths from this cause as returned for 1889, was 419, 
which does not include 31 cases of chronic diarrhea. This is an increase over the num- 
ber returned for 1888 which was 371. As stated in a former table a very large percent- 
age of the deaths was among children under five years of age, and being very equally 
divided as to sex of decedents. Table 91 gives the atmospheric conditions prevailing 
during the year. 
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Scarlet fever— The number of deaths (rom this disease for 1889 was considerably loaa 
than was returned tor 1888, there being 240 for 1889 and 323 tor 1888, but which was the 
most for any year since 1884. 

As will be seen by the table the deaths are quite evenly diBtribut«d throughout the 
year. It was, as usual, most fatal among children under ten years of age. The ratio of 
deaths from scarlet feTer to the total number of deaths was 1.18 per cent, while for 1888 
it was 1.48 per cent

In-door occupation and sedentary lives probably account for this exeeas among the 
- females. The period of age at which most deaths occurred was from 20 to 30. This haa 
been true for every year for the last nineteen years. Table ^ and the eshibite preced- 
ing it give full information regarding this disease.

Section 1. The People of the State of Michigan enact,

Sec. 2. Blank forms for marriage license and certificate, 
as also proper books of registration ruled for the items con- 
tained in said forms shall be prepared by the Secretary of 
State, and shall be furnished by him to the county clerk of 
T;he various counties of the State in quantities needed.

An Act to provide for the Eegistration of Births, 
Marriages and Deaths, Being Act No» 194 of 1867, as 
amended by Act No. 125 of 1869.' 

(858.) Section 1. The People of the State of Michigan 
enact, That it shall be the duty of the supervisor of each town- 
ship, and the supervisor or assessor of any city or ward therein, 
in this State, between the tenth day of April and the first day 
of June, in the year eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, to ascer- 
tain, by actual inquiry or otherwise, of the inhabitants thereof, 
the births and deaths which have occurred in their respective 
townships, cities, or wards, from and including April fifth, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-eight, to and including December 
thirty-first, eighteen hundred and sixty-eight, together with 
the facts relative thereto, as are hereinafter provided for, and 
shall make an accurate return thereof to the clerk of the 
county in which such township or city is situated, on or before 
the first said day of June; and for such service shall receivie 
ten cents for each birth and death so returned by them, to be 
paid by the county in which such returns are made. In the 
year eighteen hundred and seventy, and in each and every year 
thereafter, it shall be the duty of the officers above men- 
tioned, between the tenth day of April and the first day of 
June, to ascertain, by actual inquiry or otherwise, of the 
inhabitants thereof, the births and deaths which have occurred

was made.* The record of deaths shall state, in separate 
columns, the date of the death, the christian and surname 
of the deceased, the sex and color, whether married or single, 
the age in years, months, and days, the place of death, the 
disease or apparent cause of death, the nativity of the deceased, 
and the occupation, if any, and the names, residence of the 
parents, if known, and the date when such record was made. 
The clerks of the several counties shall annually, on or 
before the first day of September make and transmit to the 
Secretary of State, a certified copy of the records of his 
office, of all the births, marriages,* and deaths reported in 
their respective counties for the year ending December 
thirty-first, last preceding.

the costs of prosecution; and the prosecuting attorney in each

SUGGESTIONS TO PERSONS AUTHORIZED TO SOLEMNIZE 

MARRIAGES IN MICHIGAN. 



A thorough knowledge of the law concerning the solemnization and 
return of marriages in Michigan is necessary to a correct performance of 
the duties of persons authorized to solemnize marriages. 

The mQ3t frequent violation of the law is in the marriage of persons 
under the lawful a^re, which is: for males eighteen (18) years, and for 
females sixteen (16) years. See Section (6209), Howell's Annotated Stat- 
utes, 1882, printed on a previous page. The penalty for the violation of 
this provision is a forfeit of not exceeding one hundred (100) dollars. See 
Sec. 6, Act 128, Laws of 1887, printed on a previous page. 

In the record and return of marriages, every item specified in the law 
should be carefully ascertained, and correctly and plainly written. No 
item should be omitted, and nothing taken for granted, as is often the 
case with the fact as to colob of persons married. 

In recording the birthplace of each, the State or couni^ry should be 
distinctly given in each case. This will avoid the difficulty of ascertaining 
the nativity of persons whose birthplace is returned "Holland," "Hanover," 
"Denmark," "Wales," "Paris," etc., — names of places which may be either 
in the United States or Europe. If such or similar names occur, please 
state whether it is Holland, Michigan, or Holland, Europe, and so for 
each case. Never return the birthplace "America," as we cannot know 
whether it is in the United States, and are therefore compelled to compile 
it with the "Unkown." 

Blanks for the return of marriages to the county clerk will not be 
required under the new law, as the return of the license with the certifi- 
cate properly filled out will constitute the proper return to the county 
clerk. 

The license to marry can only be procured from the several county 
clerks, but the^ affidavit necessary to procure the same may be made 
before any person authorized to administer oaths, and blank affidavits 
can be had from any county clerk or from the office of the Secretary of 
State. 
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
